Tum ROSICRUCIANS. 

The term “ Rosicrucian " is applied to Mrs. 
Baldwin's Somnomancy, because while in 
India, as a student among the Ojha Brahmins 
and Thibetean Yogii, Professor Baldwin found 
that the rmosmerio and hypnotic processos 
employed by the Гаатаз and Gooroos woro 
essentially the same as those used of old on the 
Nile. In India and the far East there are still 
living certain adopts and ascetics who claim to 
be veritable descondonts, of tho primitive 
Rosicrusians who lived and practised their 
weird arts in Egypt at a time when the 
foundation of the pyramida had yet to be laid 
and the infant Moses crowed and kicked in 
his cradle of bulrushes. Even in this day of 
modern scepticism tha romnants of Шева 
strange and almost oxtinct people still claim to 
possess the singular attributes that mado them 
в power in the mighty Pharoah's reign. 


Somnomistic SUBJECTS Veny RARE. 
Good Somnomistic subjects are oxtremely rare. 
It із посовзъгу to have easily controlled mes- 
morio sensitives. 

Thoro formerly was scepticism among many 
as to tho existonce at all of a mesmeric force. 
Some years ngo everybody ridiculed the idea. 
Nowadays there is a different feeling. The 
ninth edition of the '* Encyclopedia Britannica” 
says:— The attitude of society is not now 
hostile to investigation in this direction. Experi- 
ments carried out by well known scientific men 
have given & new interest to psychology, and 
caused most of the phenomena to be accepted 
аз well-established scientific facts.” 

“Somnomancy ” more nearly resembles what 
is generally known as clairvoyance, with only 
this difference; the results are usually much 
more definite, more exact, and far more correct 
than the results obtained from the best-known 
and most reliable of so-called clairvoyants. 
* Where there isso much smoke there must 
be some fira" is an old adage, and ever 
since the world was created there have been 
afew persons with a gift of clairvoyanco, or 
“ far seeing.” The Bible is full of accounts of 
such people. Dr. James Coates, in his excellent 
little work "Ном to Mesmerise," says :—‘ The 
prophets of Israel, or seers, were consulted in 
private matters ов well as for sacred things. In 
1 Samuel (chap. ix.) you will find Saul, son of 
Kish, consulting Samuel the prophet (paying 
him a fee too) in order thet he (Saul) might learn 
from tho seer the whereabouts of his father's

Dozers or MESNERIO POWER. 

There are four stages or дергоов of mesmeric 
control. 

1st, The partial degree.—In which the subject 
is partially or imperfectly under the mesmerio 
control of tho operator. In this stage most of 
tbe mental faculties retain all or a great portion 
of their activity. Of Eoo physical senses, the 
vision is usually weakened or impaired. The 
eya is no longer under the control of the subjoct. 

jometimes the sense of hearing is also affected. 

In tho second, ог sleep stage, the mosmeric 
control is complete, as far as the physical 
senses of the subjeot are concerned. Tho senses 
rofuse to act, ond the subjoct is utterly un- 
conscious to pain. Surgical operations can be 
performed on tho subject while in this state 
but his mental faculties aro not properly under, 
the control of the operator. 

In the third degree all tho faculties become 
responsive to the meameric influence of tho 
operator, Tha subject ів, for tha time being, 

most or quito an irresponsible being. Но 
soes, hears, focla, and thinks only as directed or 
permitted by tha meamoric operator. 


In the last, or Somnomistic degree, all the

What Dm. Coates says i= А 
Dr. Coates, in hia work, classes the mesmeric 
stagos into six degrees. Не вув:--“ All phases 
may be developed in one subject; some may 
pasa rapidly into the fifth or sixth stage without 
apparently having passed through the othors. 
Some subjects seem to have a natural fitness 
for one class and not another. Those adapted 
for the higher phases of thought transference, or 
sympathetic thought-reading, would be injured 
(that is, their powers obscured) were they 
placed on the public platform ; while those most 
suited for public entertainments, scldom ог ever 
are fitted for the exhibition of the higher stages 
of the fourth degrce, and certainly never for the 
fifth and sixth. This explains why the phe- 
nomena of the higher degrees have been so 
fugitive or unreliable. Mesmerista have en- 
deavoured to produce them, and, in doing 80, 
have injured their sensitives, not knowing tbat 
these phenomena depend more upon certain 
nervous conditions in the sensitive, than in the 
mesmeric powers possessed by the operator. * * 
They should remember that while their 
influence may predispose to the development of 
the higher phases of the phenomena in their 
subjects, it is only a development—the faculties 
must be innate in the latter, by which the 
phenomena are expressed" 


Wat IS NEEDED. THe Maayetic Gaze.

Probably met опе in a thousand of the 
advertising so-called elairvoyantes have ever 
seen even the least sample of real paychotogs а!

« As soon аз tha man who is being mesmerised 
feels the power on him, if he even thinks that 
others suppose it is an indication of a weak 
mind, he will at once resist all he can. Того 
are others who are afraid that if they become 
mesmerised they will surely die before they 
come out of it, and while the mind is deeply 
impressed with this idea it is worse than use- 
less to try them. 

“The first, and most important lesson then, is 
to so talk to those you aro about to mesmerize, 
zs to set them right on these important points.
